The best of all lessons for 
stu dy are those which bring the 
great tru ths and ex amp les of 
the Bible into the range of the 
immediate p roblems of life to­ 
day . Su rely at the p resent hou r 
in America there are no more 
immediate or greater p roblems 
than those th at are associated 
with money — the u se of it on 
the p art of those who hav e it, 
and the p roblems occasioned by 
its lack on the p art of those who 
do not hav e it. 
Nev er, p erhap s,, in ou r nation­ 
al life hav e there been greater 
or more widesp read discrep an­ 
cies between the situ ations of 
p eop le than there are today , and 
these discrep ancies are no long­ 
er of the sort th at can be a t­ 
tribu ted to the p ossession of cer­ 
tain qu alities of character, thrift, 
and energy , or the lack of these 
things. 
The difference between many 


p eop le is not a difference of 
character, or a difference of 
ability , or a difference of will­ 
ingness or comp etency to serv e 
society , bu t simp ly a difference 
of statu s in which the one p er­ 
son hap p ens to hav e a job and 
the other p erson hap p ens to be 
withou t. 
In the fact of p resent condi­ 
tions we can no longer, ev en for 
a moment, think th at the u n­ 
emp loy ed are the u nemp loy able, 
and that money less p eop le are 
withou t money becau se of some 
dire fau lt in themselv es or in 
their way s of managing their 
liv es. 
We are face to face with seri­ 
ou s conditions which affect good 
and bad alike; and in the face 
of su ch conditions the elemental 
and u ltimate resp onsibilities of 
hu man brotherhood and solidar­ 
ity are enforced as they nev er 
were before.* # *> * 
It is here th at the teaching of 
the Bible is clear and incisiv e, 
and different, on the whole, 
from any other teaching in life. 
The su ggestion of modem soci­ 
ety has long been that a man 
was ju stified in p u rsu ing his 


own ends and in seeking su ccess 
according to ordinary standards. 
In fact, if he hap p ened to be 
su ccessfu l, society was not too 
scru p u lou s 
in 
su rv ey ing 
the 
means by which he attained to 
th at su ccess. Trickery and greed 
and dishonesty in bu siness hav e 
too frequ ently been disregarded 
where the man who p racticed 
them became wealthy . 
Bu t when we look to the Bi­ 
ble we are in another world — 
a world of clear cu t and definite 
resp onsibilities in which a man 
has du ties toward his fellow men 
as well as p riv ileges of imp rov ­ 
ing his own p osition. Ou r les­ 
son is drawn from v aried p as­ 
sages of Scrip tu re, bu t all u nite 
in emp hasizing this resp onsi­ 
bility and the fact th at u nless a 
man recognizes his social obli­ 
gations and resp onsibilities no 
measu re of worldly su ccess can 
ju stify his life or make him in 
any tru e sense noble. 
The golden tex t p articu larly 
strikes straight home in its in­ 
cisiv e comment u p on the lu st of 
p ossession: 
“Take 
heed 
and 
keep y ou rselv es from all cov et­ 
ou sness: for a m an’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abu ndance of 


the things which he p ossess­ 
e d.” Lu ke 12:15. 
* * * * 
It is not a time when we 
shou ld be minimizing the im­ 
p ortance of things. Money , or 
what money rep resents, is, after 
all, really im p ortant as one v ery 
clearly discov ers if he does not 
hap p en to hav e it. 
Bu t it is equ ally tru e th at to 
hav e more than one needs and 
not to share it with those who 
are in dire need is bad for the 
sou l and body of the one who 
has not the v ery necessities of 
life. 
If we cou ld tu rn to the Bible 
standard of v alu es and the Bible 
way of liv ing and seek to bring 
the things that are needfu l and 
worthwhile into the u se and 
serv ice 
of 
all, what 
a 
v ast 
change we cou ld soon effect in 
a nation, where at p resent mil­ 
lions of p eop le are in want or 
are finding relief only throu gh 
the ministry of p u blic or p riv ate 
charity ! 
How 
mu ch 
more 
effectiv e 
wou ld be a society of brother­ 
hood in which men were shar­ 
ing their qu est and sharing 
life’s rewards!

grain of wheat for the first 
sq uare on the b oard, two grains 
for the second, four grains for 
the third, sixteen for the fourth, 
and so on to the sixty-fourth 
sq uare on the chess b oard. This 
am ount m ight well b e com pre­ 
hended if one could imagine 
enough wheat on the earth to 
increase its diam eter to such an 
extent tha t the moon could not 
follow its orb it.

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THE TRAGEDY OF DIVORCE 
A New Yo rk wo man and her div o rced hu s­ 
band go t into co u rt no t lo ng ago to sq u abble 
o v er the cu sto dy o f their 8 -y ear-o ld dau ghter. 
Their div o rce decree had o rdered tha t the 
child stay w ith o ne p arent fo r six m o nths and 
then w ith the o ther fo r an eq u al length o f time. 
The father, in this instance, was co mp laining 
tha t the girl was being kep t fro m him ; the 
m o ther was co u ntering with the charge tha t the 
girl didn’t w ant to stay with her father at all. 
Taking the m atter u nder adv isement, the co u rt 
rem arked tha t “p arental affectio n canno t be in­ 
stilled by co u rt o rders”; and it is to o bad tha t 
tha t rem ark canno t be imp ressed o n the minds 
o f all m arried fo lk, esp ecially tho se who are 
m aking ey es in the directio n o f the div o rce 
co u rts. 
The increase in div o rce in this co u ntry in the 
last decade o r two is tragic chiefly becau se o f 
the children inv o lv ed. 
A child who se p arents canno t go o n liv ing to ­ 
gether is ro bbed o f so mething u nsp eakably p re­ 
cio u s, so mething to which it is by rights entitled; 
an u ndiv ided ho me in which it can draw affec­ 
tio n and gu idance fro m bo th its father and 
mo ther. 
A m an and a wo man who decide tha t they 
m u st sep arate take a heav y resp o nsibility o n 
their sho u lders when they agree to take that 
right fro m their child. Under the best o f co n­ 
ditio ns, the child is go ing to su ffer eno u gh; bu t 
ho w mu ch mo re tragic do es it beco me when the 
father and m o ther can’t agree o n the child’s 
cu sto dy and hav e to go to co u rt again to hav e 
the m atter straightened o u t! 
And it is the welfare o f the child that is u su ­ 
ally lo st sight o f in the tu ssle. The bewilder­ 
m ent and lo neliness that a y o u ngster m u st su f­ 
fer in su ch circu m stances are hard to think o f 
calmly ; and it is hard to sy mp athize with the 
p arents when they co mp lain bitterly tha t they 
are lo sing the child’s co mp anio nship and affec­ 
tio n. Of co u rse they are — and why no t? They 
hav e do ne the child a p ro fo u nd wro ng. W hat 
do they ex p ect?
